WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—President 
Wilson tonight issued a proclamation 
which settled all question as to the at- 
titude of the United States in regard 
to exports to the neutral nations of 
Europe. These countries are hereafter 
to get no supplies which either direct- 
ly or indirectly "' may be made the ** oc- 
casion of benefit to the enemy.” 
Sweeping in its terms, the proclama- 
tion places under control of the Export 
Council all articles of commerce, so far 
as the neutrals of Europe are concerned; 
and the President, in a suppleniental 
statement, pointed out that it is obvious- 
ly necessary to exercise a closer super- 
vision of trade with these Governments 
than with others. The proclamation 
becomes effective Aug. 30. 1 
Coin, bullion, currency, and evidences 
of debt are included in the restricted 
list affecting the European neutrals 
and enemy countries, 
specified that they. would not be put 


undes the licensing system except on 
order of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. Thia is taken to indicate-that the 
Government 4s prepared, if it feels such 
& course justified, to prevent American 
money going to neutrals upon whom 
Germany, offering coal and. other es- 

sential supplies in return, makes de- 
mands for gold. 

Enemy countries and European neu- 
trals adjacent to Germany and its allies 
are treated in a separate section of the 

proclamation. Another section directs 
that certain commodities be added to 
the list of articles already under export 
control to all countries of the world, in- 
cluding the allies of America. The most 
notable of these were cotton, sugar, and 
lumber. 

The fact that the President treats. the 
position of the European neutrals, such 
as the Seandinavian countries, Holland, 
Spain, and Switzerland, in a separate 
section, and cuts off from them, except 
under special license, practically every 


‘commodity from the United States, is 


regarded here as most significant, point- 
ing to a policy of strict rationing on a 
basis that will leave for Germany no 
hope of help from those quarters. 

It was. pointed out tonight also that 
before. issuing his prociamation the 
President obtained information from rep- 
resentatives of the neytral nations in- 
volved, most of which have sent missions 
to the United States to plead their cause. 
In a sense, the proclamation is the 
answer, and advocates of strict ration- 
ing hail it as a victory for their ideas. 


Purpose of Step Made Plain. 


The President, upon issuing the procla- 
mation, made this ‘supplemental state- 
ment: 
The purpose and effect of this proc- 
lamation is not export prohibition, but 
merely export control. It is not the 
intention to interfere unnecessarily 
with our foreign trade; but our own 
domestic needs must be adequately 


_ safeguarded and there is the added 


duty of meeting the necessities of all 
the nations at war with the Imperial 
German Government. 

After these needs are met, it is our 
wish and intention to“ minister to the 
needs of the neutral nations as far 
as our resources permit. This task 
will be discharged without other than 
the very proper qualification that the 
liberation of our surplus products shall 
not be made the occasion of benefit to 
the enemy, either directly or indi- 
rectly.

$2,000,000,000 Bond Isst.e 
to Form Emergency Fund. 


SEVEN BILLIONS FOR ALLIES 


Year’s Bond Issues Expected to 
Total $17,000,000,000—Project 
for War Savings Certificates. 


WASHINGTON, | Aus. 
ion dollars may be added to the total 
of bonds to be authorized at the present 
session of Congress, making a total of 
approximately $21,000,000,000 available 
to the Government during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1918. 

The House Democratic Meader, Mr. 
Kitchin, said tonight that estimates 
submitted to him by the Treasury De- 
Partment made it appear that the addi- 
tional authorization probably would be 
necessary. Secretary McAdoo will be 
asked to explafn the situation when he 
appears before the Ways and Means 
Committee tomorrow to discuss the 
forthcoming Administration $11,538,943,- 
460 Bond and Certificate bill. 

Present indications, according to Mr. 
Kitchin, are that $19,000,000,000 ,will 
meet the expenses of the fiscal year, 
but it is thought best to have a $2,000,- 
000,000 margin for emergency use.

) Whether |Michaelis will stand stead- 
fast depends upon whether advantage 
may be invited by shiftiness or whether 
developments have nerved the people to 
demand better terms, but I am in a 
position to state, with as much positive- 
ness as any fact can be stated in war 
times, that the German Chancellor knew 
and approved the Papal terms cate- 
gorically. What makes this particularly 
interesting Is that the proposal approved 
by Michaeus conceded’ Belgian inde- 
pendence, a distinct advance on his max- 
imum concession to the July pene reso- 
lution.

The announcement that the Govern- 
ment had reached an agreement with 
beet sugar producers by which the price 
of sugar had been fixed at 7% cents a 
pound was well received in the sugar 
trade. It is expected that the next step 
will be to make similar arrangements 
with the cane sugar people, and their 
price probably will be one-quarter cent 
higher, as is customary in the trade. 

The American beet sugar crop amounts 
to approximately 850,000 tons a year, as 
compared with 3,750,000 tons, the total 
‘of all sugars refined in this country. It 
will therefore be seen that settling the 
beet sugar problem disposes of only a 
quarter of the whole sugar situation. 
Most of the cane sugar used by ques 
can refiners comes from Cuba.

THE HOUSTON PROBLEM. 

The military problem rising from the 
recent outbreak at Houston, Texas, 
should be treated” by the Federal Gov- 
ernment from a purely military point 
of view. ‘The offenders will be tried 
by court-martial instead of in a civil 
court of the State. That is right, and 
the adjustment of conditions to meet 
the obvious requirements of the hour 
should also be made in accordance 
with military expediency. A great 
many colored soldiers are to be trained 
in the cantonments. We are to have 
colored soldiers. They are American 
citizens, and it is their duty and their 
privilege to help in the protection of 
their country. | 

Southern States have protested 
against the training of colored men for 
military duty within their limits. The 
protest is not made on any other 
ground than expediency. More out- 
breaks such as that at Houston are 
feared. Our troops must be trained 
quickly. There is no time now to 
argue about the right of the United 
States Government to train them in 
any State. That right is indisputable. 
But time fs precious and the inevitable 
results of the {ili-feeling caused by the 
spectacle of armed negroes in the 
South should be avoided. The work 
in hand, the importance of which 
-overshadows all other work, is to get 
our troops ready for war service. 
With the imperative .necessity of 
avoiding undue delay, it will be wise 
for the War Department to arrange 
for the training of all the colored 
troops in the Northern States. 

FOR YOUNGER SOLDIERS. 

Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Youne is a sol- 
dier of ripe experience, and his advice 
as to the conduct of the selective draft 
in the future is therefore worth heed- 
ing. He strongly favors the inclusion 
of men between the ages of 19 and 21, 
Most military experts agree that the 
younger men make the best soldiers, 
because of their larger recuperative 
powers. ‘They are more easily trained 
than the older men. General Youne 
urges an immediate amendment to the 
draft law authorizing the drafting of 
the younger men, with the provision 
that none should be called for service 
before reaching the age of 21. They 
could be trained in the camps aban- 
doned by soldiers ordered to the front. 
What he looks for, of course, is the 
practical institution of the system of 
universal military training. That 
must come. The United States must 
never be left again without the means 
of defense. 

General Youne estimates that a call 
of these young men would create a re- 
serve force of 640,000. It might make 
the extension of the draft to men be- 
tween the ages of 31 and 40 unneces- 
gary. The men of the ages specified 
have shown a strong disposition to 
take part in the war. They are ad- 
mitted as volunteers to the regular 
army, the National Guard, and the 
navy. If circumstances make a third 
draft necessary, and if the war is to 
last two years longer, we must pro- 
vide for heavy reinforcements. The 
proposal of General Youne should at 
least be taken into consideration. It 
is. matter for present debate. 


BUILDING THE SHIPS. : 
Reports from many American ship- 
yards show unprecedented activity on 
contracts in the Government’s great 
construction program. Men in the 
yards near Baltimore are working 
both day and nicht on forty-five ves- 
sels, several of which are nearly 
finished. Within a short time two

While trade betwéen our ports and 
those of our allies in Europe has not 
been checked by the submarines, the 
number of available carriers 1 de- 
clining. All that can be built here 
will be needed. Our soldiers and sup- 
plies for them must be carried across 
the Atlantic, with enough railway ma- 


terial for the construction and opera- 
tion of 600 miles of road in France. 


There must be shipments of food and 
munitions to our war pertners, and 
Russia's railroads should have the 
American locomotives, cars, and rails 
for the transportation of which from 
our Pacific ports there are no ships 
lin sicht. But the demand will be 
satisfied by the use of commandeered 
vessels and the seized German liners 
until new carriers ordered by the Ship- 
ping Board begin to enter the service, 
and theefirst of these will be available 
within a few months.

What makes assertions like these as 
irritating as they are stupid and dis- 
gusting is that invariably they are pre- 
sented with a clear implication that they 
prove a delicacy and sensitiveness of 
mind which constitute superiority on the 
part of those who utter them, and that 
as obviously the hearer of them is ex- 
pected to admit that he or she either 
has a morbid liking for tales of horror 
or else is too dull or too brutal to ap- 
preciate how horrible they are.

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METHODS: OF TAXING WAR 


“PROFITS COMP, COMPARED. 


Differences in Spirit of Legislation Which Cause English Industry 


to Accept a Higher Rate

To the Editor of The New York Times! 

In the discussion of the pending 
Finance bill reference is frequently made 
to the taxation of war profits in Eng- 
land. In general the position is stated 
to be that in England 50 per cent. of the 
excess profits are taken by the Govern- 
ment, and there 1s, broadly speaking, no 
complaint, whereas here it is claimed 
that substantially lower rates of taxa- 
tion will work incalculable harm to in- 
dustry. 

The statement as to England is, I be- 
lieve, true, and the question, Why. should 
there be such a wide difference in the 
attitude of business men toward taxa- 
tion on the two sides of the Atlantic? is 
a fair and pertinent one. I do not think 
er is 10 be found in any dif- 

of degree in willingness to make 
sacrifices, but that it is to be found 
wholly in the difference in the methods 
and spirit governing the determination 
of taxable profits in the two cases. 

The English law proceeds on the 
theory of giving the taxpayer a liberal 
pre-war standard and dealing equitably 
with special cases, and with this basis 
assured the maaufacturer has no valid 
ground for objection to taxation of his 
excess profits, however high it may be. 

A comparison of the pre-war stand- 
ards allowed shows that in England 
the manufacturer is given a choice of 
two years out of three, each of which 
was a prosperous year in England. To 
protect the manufacturer in any special 
cases where the three years in question 
were not pros us ones two alterna- 
tives are provi ; either a choice may 
be made of four years out of six (if 
during the three years period the profits 


of the business were 25 per cent. below 


normal) or a reasonable rate of return 
on capital may be claimed as the pre- 
war standard. The rate is fixed by the 
law at a minimum of 6 per cent. in the 
case of corporations, but a specially 
constituted Board of Referees has power 
to increase this rate in any given in- 
dustry, and in rraetice the board has 
increased the rates allowed to 9, 10, 12 
and in some cases 22½ per cent. 

The Finance bill now pending in Con- 
gress, on the other hand, fixes arbi- 
trarily as the pre-war standard the av- 
erage of the three years of 1911, 1012, 
and 1913, average which is undeni- 
ably sub-norma! in ‘many industries, 
ineluding such important industries as 
steel and leather, and without allow- 
‘ance for the fact that standards of val- 
ues have completely changed since that 
period. The only alternative allowed 
ig the average rate of earnings in the 
industry in which the corporation. is 
engaged, which may give some relief in 
a few cases, but does not meet at all 
the cases of whole industries which suf- 
fered from depression during the three 
years in question. 

As to the determination of taxable 
profits, the pending Finance bill bases 
the taxation on the returns for income 
tax subject only to adjustments in re- 
spect of dividends received from other 
taxable compantes. The result is that 
im many cases taxpayers are denied the 
full deduction for interest which they 
have paid, they are required to pay tax 
on profits outside the regular course of 
business, and in other respects are taxed 
on a sum exceeding their true income. 
No provision is made for dealing with 


special cases 3 the law n 
harshly. 

On the. other hand, the British excess 
profits tax law provides for moditica - 
tions of the methods employed in ascer- 
taining income for ordinary income 
tax purposes. It sets up special rules 
for determining the profits, but gives 
power to the Commissioners of Imternal 
Revenue or the Board of: Referees to 
modify these proyisions in any case 
where it seems to them proper to do 80 
by reason either of specific conditions 
recited in the aét, such as the post- 
ponement, by reason of the war, of re- 
pairs; exceptional depreciation or obso- 
lescence of assets employed in connection 
with the war; or the necessity in con- 
nection with the war of providing plant 
which will not be wanted for business 
after the war; or by reason of “ any 
other special circumstances specified in 
regulations made by the Treasury.” 

Whenever a case of hardship is es- 
tablished the Treasury shows a willing- 
ness to provide for it in such regula- 
tions. For instance, it was recently 
represented to the Treasury that the 
method of valuing inventories, having 
regard to the rise in prices during he 
war and probable fall thereof on the 
conelusion of the war, would result in 
injustice, and the Treasury, after con- 
ferring with leading accountant+, issued 
regulations te cover the case: ‘These 
regulations provide that after the ter- 
mination of the last excess profits pe- 
riod every corporation shall be given 
time to liquidate its inventories and 
shall have the right to adjust its re- 
‘turns for the last taxable year so as to 
take up in that year any loss that may 
subsequently have been gustained on 
such liquidation of inventories. 

Another important feature of the 
British law which is entirely absent 
from the pending Finance bill is its 
treatment of fluctuating businesses. If. 
a corpor@tion’s profits largely exceed 
the pre-war standard in one year and 
fall short of that standard in the sue- 
ceeding year, the corporation receives a 
corresponding refund of excess profits 
tax paid on account of the first year. 

Another wital difference between the 
two bills is the provision as to the 
payment of the tax. Under the pend- 
ing Finance bill the tax is payable at 
the same time as the income tax. Manz 
corporations which are making large 
profits have those profits in the form 
ot inereased inventories, accounts re- 
ceivable, and even plants, and not in 
cash, and such corporations will be se- 
riously embarrassed to meet the large 
tax payments required, 

Under the British lew taxes are pay- 
able two months after assessment, but | ance

sioners have dealt liberally with the 
taxpayers under these provisions where

These are only some of the - 
portant differences between 9 = 
visions of tha two measures, but they 
are sufficient to indigate the difterende | 
in the underlying principles, and this 
difference is an esser.tial factor in any 
comparison of the attitude of our man- 
ufacturers with thet of ORG 6.

RED CROSS STARTS 
A SHIPPING 


New Branch Made Possible by a 
the Co-operation of Allies and 
Transportation Companies. 


DONATE MUCH CARGO SPACE | 


A. C. Fetterolf of the International 
Marine Serves ae Head of the 
-Bureau Without Salary. . 


Special to The New York Times.. 
WASHINGTON. Aug. 27.—To handle 
the vast quantities of medical and relief 
supplies now being shipped almost dafly 
to the Red Cross Commission in Europe 
to aid the stricken peoples of France, 
Belgium, Serbia, and Russia, the estab- 
lishment of a Red Cross transportation - 
service was announced today by the Red 
Cross War Council. This new branch 
has been made possible through the co- 


Shipping Board, and the leading steam- 
ship and railroad companies. President 
Wilson has taken a personal. interest 
in it. 

Practically all the cargo space needed 
for the shipment of Red Cross supplies 
abroad has now been placed at the dis- 
posal of the War Council. Much of it — 
has been given f by the steamship 
companies and the Med Governments. 

This will only be used for supplies most 
urgently needed abroad. TheWar Council 
has appointed as manager of ocean ahip- 
ping for the period of the war. A. C. 
Fetterolf, Freight Traffic Manager of 
the International Mercantile Marine 
Company, who is to serve without sal- 
ary. Mr. Fetterolf is to be assisted by 
A. F. Mack, President of the Cosmo- 
politan Shipping Company, also a vol- 
unteer, and by Walter Moore. of the 
firm of Lanham & Moore. 

The Railroads’ War Board, contrel- 
ling the fail shipments of all the rail- 
roads in the country, has also notified 
the War Council that Red Cross ship- 
ments going to the seaboard or else- 
where will be exempt from embargoes, 
which will give them the right of way 
over all freight except that of the Gov- 
ernment. . 

The Allied Governments especially 
have respo generously to the needs 
of the Cross. Following the rec- 
ommendations of M. Andre ‘Tardeu, 
French High Commissioner to the 
United States, the French Government 
has given permission for the forward- - 
‘ing of Red Cross supplies on French 
transperts leaving this country. Space 
has also been provided on steamers of 
the French Line, -through the assist- 

ance of M. Oscar Cauchois, American 
Director for the line. 

The British Admiralty, through Con- 
nop Guthrie, has also taken the un- 
usual step of permitting British freight 
transports to handle emergency Red 
Cross supplies. Mr. Palanca, represent- 
ing the Italian Government, has author- 
ized Red Cross shipment on Italian 
transports, while the Russian shipping 
representative in the United States, Mr. 
Medzihkovsky, has taken similar action.

“No Charges Against Board,” Says

Metford of the Arsenal Company, 
arrived at the beagavartare. 

Jam instructed by the Governor,” 
said Mr. Conkling, to ask you to im- 
‘mediately turn over to me all records 
of men who have been exempted for 
physical reasons by this board. 

Chairman Cohen was taken by 3
